15  fhips  of  the  line,  two  deckers;  32 
frigates,  from  30  or  36  floops,  brigs  and 
bombs,  and  upwards  of  70  tranfports 
j?  Bioftly  of  heavy  burthen.  About  ten 
o\  I  »ck  at  night  the  enemy  fleered  for  the 
road  of  Aboukir,  and  our  troops  immedi- 
ately marched  towards  that  point. 
March  % 

At  day  break  the.  licet  of  the  enemy 
prepared  to  anchor  to  the  Eall  of  the  road 
of  Aboukir.  In  the  morning  the  anchor- 
ing was  compleated.  Not  far  from  this 
place  13  other  (hips  of  war  weic  feon 
fteering  from  the  N.  W.and  proceeded  t>> 
join  the  enemy.  The  Ihips  of  war  which 
formed  the  blockade  of  Alexandria  united 
themlelves  to  the  fleet.  The  french  fri- 
gate la  Regeneree  entered  without  inter- 
ruption into  the  Old  Harbor  about  nine 
in  the  morning:  they  carried  three  hund- 
red iiicked  men  and  3000  mulkets.  Soon 
after  mid-day  the  brig  le  Lodi  alfo  en- 
tered. 

In  the  courfe  of  this  day  the  garrifon 
of  Alexandria  under  the  orders  of  gene- 
ral Friant  took  a  petition  on  the  heights 
to  the  South  of  the  road  of  Aboukir.  Du- 
ring the  reft  of  the  day  no  new  event  oc- 
curred. The  wind  continued  to  blow 
from  the  Weft  con  fide  rably  frefh,  though 
the  weather  was  not  tempelt.'.ous. 

March  3 

The  wind  blew  very  harJ  from  the  W. 
N.  W.  with  fome  variation  to  the  N.  N 
W.  accompanied  with  fhowers,  the  feu 
rough,  &  the  Gey  heavy — x  ftormy  afpecl. 
On  the  14th,  ai  \  15th,  the  wind 

and  Iky  the  fame.    During  thefe  four 
days  the  enemy  made  no  \  jvement. 
March  6 

The  weather  was  moderate,  the  wind 
fejfring  from  W.  to  N.  W.  the  fkv  being 


fomewhnt  cloudy.  The  Enjrlifh  {hips  of 
war  difembarked  their  troops,  and  put 
them  on  board  of  the  tranfports^  ncarelt 
theooaft!  About  foii'r  in  the  afternoon 
three  row  bbati  failed  to  take  obfervati- 
ons  in  the  lake  Medie  they  landed  50  or 
60  men,  who  were  immediately  put  to  the 
rout,  %0  having  been  killed,  and  the  reft 
Tpeediiy  rc-embarked. 

March  7 

At  break  of d?v,  the  wind  blowing  frefh 
and  drifting  from  W.  to  S.  W.  the  wea- 
ther moderate  and  the  tea  calm,  the  ene- 
my were  plainly  obl'erved  maneuvering 
toeffecd  a  defce'nt.  All  their  tranfports 
feighed  anchor,  each  of  them  being  filled 
with  troops.  About  half  pad  5  in  the 
morning,  they  were  in  motion  towards 
the  coaft,  betwixt  the  mouth  of  the  lake 
Medie  and  the  fort  of  Aboukir.  Imme- 
diately our  troops  were  drawn  up  in  bat- 
tle array,  Oppdfite  the  place  which  the  en- 
emy menaced.  At  7  o'clock  the  *nemy,s 
Tow  boats,  forming  an  extenlive  line  and 
to  the  number  of  3  or  400,  rowed  brifkly 
towards  the  fliore.  The  debarkation  was 
begun  under  the  cover  of  a  very  warm 
and  well  directed  tire  from  their  gun  boats 
and  other  vell'els  on  our  troops. 

The  enemy  were  aifailed  by  a  well 
fupporttd  fire  from  our  field  pieces  and  a 
fhower  of  grape  diot  from  15  to  16  pieces 
of  cannon  prepared  for  that  purpote. 
Their  line  was,  however,  fo  much  cxten 
ded  that  our  troops  were  unable  to  face 
them  at  all  points.  7000  Engli(b  were 
landed.  Jur  troops  though  extremely  in- 
ferior in  number  threw  themfelves  with 
ardor  upon  the  enemy,  and  twice  charged 
them  at  the  point  or  the  bavonet.  The 
right  of  the  Englilh  was  almoft  immedi- 
ately routed  but  reinforced  by  a  drong 
column  of  the  left,  the  French  were  obli- 
ged to  give  way  in  their  turn.  The  bat- 
tle continued  with  vigor  till  about  9 
o'clock,  but  perceiving  that  the  enemy 
wa«  too  numerous  and  dreading  by  expo- 
fing  the  garrifon,  to  endanger  the  fafety 
of  Alexandria,  the  general  fell  back  upon 
this  place  with  his  troops  in  the  belt  or- 
der. The  troops  have  taken  up  a  polition 
about  a  league  and  a  half  from  the  field  of 
battle,  their  left  fupportedby  the  fea  and 
their  right  by  the  lake  of  Medie.  The  e- 
nemy  remain  in  their  polition  upon  the 
heights  of  Aboukir.  We  lod  in  this  af- 
fair about  300  men  in  killed  and  wounded 
while  the  lofg  of  the  enemy  amounts  to 
2,000. 

On  the  oth,  toth,  nth,  and  12th,  of 
March  the  armies  continued  in  their  re- 
fpe£live  politions.  On  the  I2th,  indeed 
a  pretty  drong  reconnoitring  party  of 
our  army  attacked  the  advanced  potts  of 
the  enemy,  and  killed,  wounded  or  took 
p-  ifoners  from  17  to  20  men,  including 
two  officers.  We  lod  on  our  part  five 
men  in  killed  and  wounded. 

March  13 
At  day  br:ak  the  alarm  guns  were  fir- 
ed, the  generale  beat  to  arms  in  the  city, 
and  every  one  repaired  to  his  pott  ;  the 
enemy  advanced  in  good  order,  forming 
a  clofe  and  very  extended  line.  We  wait- 
ed with  intrepidity  to  receive  them.  At 
7  in  the  morning  the  A61ion  began  along 
the  whole  line.  The  force  of  the  enemy 
teemed  to  amount  to  12,000  men  ;  the 
garrifon,  reinforced  by  troops  ftom  the 
neighborhood,  might  amount  to  4,00c 
men,  of  .whom  600  were  cavalry.  'The 
ihock  was  brifk  on  both  tides,  our  caval- 
ry twice  made  a  charge;  the  feoond  time' 
they  penetrated  to  the  center  of  the  ene- 
my's line,  and  compelled  5  or  600  men 
to  lay  down  their  arms.  A  drong  column 
of  referve  having,  however,  attacked 
them  with  impetuofity,  they  were  obli- 
gejldjo  retire  and  abandon  their  prifon- 

On  the  evening  of  the  13th  March,  the 
enemy  mads  a  movement  on  their  left 
which  they  conliderably  reinforced. 
Soon  after  a  drong  column  attacked  our 
right  and  fucceededin  making  themfelves 
mailers  of  the  bridge  of  the  canal  of  Al- 
exandria. In  a  thort  period  however, 
the  republicans  re-took  it.  Thrice  the 
enemy  returned  to  the  charge  on  this 
point,  and  as  often  were  they  repulfed, 
with  the  greatelt  lofs.  At  five  o'clock 
the  enemy  re-occupied  its  former  pofi 
tion. 

The  14th  of  March  was  fpent  by  the 
two  armies  in  each  others  pofitions.  The 
enemy  in  the  morning  and  evening  made 
a  variety  of  movements  on  their  left. 
The  cannon  of  Aboukir  have  been  heard 
firing  all  day. 

Three  frigates  have  come  to  cannon- 
ade the  batteries  on  the  peuinfula  of 
Figuiers. 

Thefe  feveral  events  appear  to  be  of 
fo  much  importance,  that  I  lake  upon  me 
without  waiting  for  the  orders  of  the 
commander  incheif,  to  difpaich  the  Oiiris 
to  give  you  intelligence  of  thorn*

Captain  llovt,  who  arrived  yefterday 
from  Philadelphia,,  on  his  paflag*  fpoke  a 
brig  from  Leghorn,  bound  to  Baltimore, 
the  captain  of  which  informed  that  Al- 
gcrine  cruifers  captured  every  American 
veilel  they  fell  in  with. 

GEORGE  TOWN,  June  1. 
The  fquadron  at  Norfolk,  under  the 
command  of  commodore  Dale,  is  expect- 
ed to  fail  for  the  Mediterranean  this  day. 
They  carry  new  and  well  deferved  tribute 
to  the  Bathaw  of  Tripoli,  and  perhaps  the 
Dey  of  Algiers. 

The  following  16  faid  to  be  the  defini- 
tive declaration  of  the  French  govern- 
ment relative  to  Portugal — 

44  That  if  Portugal  fhall  not  accede, 
within  eight  days,  to  the  bafis  of  a  peace, 
by  diutting  its  ports  to  England,  and  re- 
ceiving French  or  Spanifh  garrifons,  it 
will  not  be  admitted  to  any  further  nego- 
tiation, but  be  declared  a  province  of 
Spain,  re-united  to  the  crown  of  Spain, 
and  as  fuch  guaranteed  by  the  French 
government." 

PHILADELPHIA,  May  29. 
Gcntbeume  blockaded. 

Under  the  London  head  of  April  14, 
we  find  the  following  paragraph  which 
fatisfaclorilv  points  out  the  tituation  of 
the  French  fleet  under  Gantheaume: 

"  Gantheaume  has  returned  to  Tou- 
lon. Our  readers  remember  that  he 
touched  at  Toulon  to  receive  naval  and 
military  reinforcements,  and  failed  on 
the  17th  ult.  His  look-out  frigates,  how- 
ever, defcrying  Sir  John  Borlaie  War- 
ren's fquadron,  which  had  been  reinfor- 
ced by  two  fhips  of  the  line  at  Minorca, 
the  French  admiral  returned  on  the  19th 
to  Toulon,  where  he  is  now  blockaded." 
June  5. 

The  brig  Abigail,  Capt.  Lord,  arrived 
yefterday,  in  35  days  from  Briftol,  brings 
Briftol  papers  to  the  26th  April,  contain- 
ing London  news  to  the  24th,  only  one 
day  later  than  our  former  accounts. 

The  following  fummary,  comprifes  ev- 
erji article  of  their  contents  not  before 
piMiflied — 

The  Danifh  troops  (fays  a  London  ar- 
ticle of  the  24th  April)  were  to  evacuate 
Hamburgh  on  the  17th,  one  confenuence 
of  the  late  victory  at  Copenhagen.  Three 
74's  one  64,  and  15  gun  boats,  under  ad- 
miral Totty,  had  failed  to  join  the  Britilh 
fleet  under  fir  Hyde  Parker,  which,  it  was 
expected  would  pay  a  vifit  to  the  ports  of 
his  Prujifian  majelty  in  the  Baltic.  At 
Copenhagen,  fuch  of  the  inhabitants  as 
had  left  the  Ctty,  had  returned  with  their 
effects,  and  bulinefs  was  going  on  as  ufu- 
al.  Bv  permillion  of  lord  Nelfon,  the  in- 
tercourfe  between  Denmark  and  Nor- 
way was  renewed. 

Con^iunicated  by  Capt.  Chace,  from 
Amllerdam,  arrived  at  New- York. 

The  Dutch  fleet  at  HeWcetfluys,  con- 
fiding of  7  fliips  of  the  line  and  5  frigates, 
were  ready  foi  fea,  under  the  command 
of  Admiral  de  Winter,  and  were  expect- 
ed every  moment  in  the  Texel,to  form  a 
junction  with  Ihips  at  Amfterd:nn  and  ihe 
Texel  ;  in  confequence  of  which  an  em- 
bargo had  been  laid  by  government,  upon 
all  veffels,  which  lafted  a  confiderable 
time,  but  perml.flion  was  granted  to  the 
American  (hips  at  the  Texel  to  depart, 
by  application  from  the  merchants  at  Am- 
sterdam to  the  government. 

It  was  expected  at  Amfterdam  that  the 
death  of  Paul  would  give  a  turn  to  the 
politics  of  the  North,  &c.
